OTTAWA, Feb. 19—Firm in his 
conviction the unemployment insur- 
ance bill is squarely within com- 
petence of the federal parliament 
Prime Minister R. B. Bennett last 
night pressed the measure towards 
enactment. The House of Commons 
gave an unanimous recorded vote 
in favor of second reading and then 
set about discussion of details in 
committee of the whole.

It was the first 
time in the memory of the oldest 
parliamentarians that such a thing 
had happened on an_ important 
government measure.

THE NATION SHOULD PAY 

The Government of Saskatchewan is hand- 
ing back to dry-belt farmers in that province 
$10,000,000 worth of promissory notes which 
were taken from them in return for relief 
allowances advanced to save their families from 
destitution. 

These advances were made, as loans, when 
it was hoped the dry years “would be few in 
number. But five successive crop failures have 
made it practically impossible that the notes 
ever could be paid. The only thing in reason 
to do is cancel them, and relieve the distressed 
farmers of that much worry which could benefit 
nobody. However good future crops may be, 
the dried-out farmers will need all the proceeds 
to re-establish themselves and keep going. 

In theory the province may still owe the 
Dominion this $10,000,000, or part of the sum. 
If so, it should be written off the books at 
Ottawa, as a national contribution to relief of 
the sufferers from a crushing disaster, too great 
for one province to have to bear alone. 

WAGELESS WORK NO BOON 

Thirty-five single unemployed men 
irmore refused to go to one of the twenty- 
ceni-a-day relief camps, and asked for $10 a 
month relief allowances at home instead. Re- 
fused these, they took possession of the council 
chamber and started a hunger strike.

WHAT WAS DONE? 

Mr. W. H. Shield, U.F.A. member for Mac- 
leod, invites the legislature to make representa- 
tions to the Dominion Government asking for 
legislation to effect a reduction of interest on 
loans and credits of all kinds outstanding. 

Legislation of that kind should have been 
enacted long ago. Short of a drastic and alto- 
gether unexpected rise in commodity prices 
and wage levels, nothing else can_ restore 
balance between earnings and obligations and 
make possible the clearing off of the enormous 
load of public and private debt, the interest 
upon which is eating up production profits and 
leaving nothing with which to reduce the prin- 
cipal. 

Preliminary to making these representations, 
the legislature should find out what became of 
the resolution it put through last year aimed 
in the same direction but referring particularly 
to interest rates on provincial bonds. Mr. 
Howson at that time proposed that the Provin- 
cial Government should try to negotiate for a 
reduction in rates. For whatever reason, this 
was not acceptable to the Government, and a 
substantive resolution was passed asking 
Ottawa to take some action to ease down the 
rates on provincial issues. 

No such action has been taken, and none 
announced as in prospect. The legislature 
should find out how much prassure the Pro- 
vincial Government put behind that appeal for 
relief. If nothing was done beyond formally 
forwarding a copy of the resolution to Ottawa, 
there is no occasion for surprise that results 
have not been forthcoming, and not much 
reason to hope for results from other resolu- 
tions of the kind handled in like casual fashion. 

Ottawa will stand a good deal of urging on 
this subject, and unless the Government is pre- 
pared to do something more than make flirta- 
tious gestures in that direction the legislature 
is probably wasting time generating further 
appeals for help.

A Balanced Diet 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In preparing a well-balanced diet it is not 
necessary to measure the exact amounts of 
food. Here are some suggestions to help you 
in selecting the proper amount of the best 
foods. 

AMOUNT OF PROTEIN FOODS 

The nitrogenous material 
contained in protein foods, 
together with their salts and 
vitamins, supply most of the 


tissue-building material in 
the body. 
Most adults should have 


a daily intake of enough to 
supply nitrogenous material 
equal to that contained in 
one or two eggs and about 
one-fourth of a pound of 
meat, fish or fowl. Those do-

ing hard muscular labor may use as much as 
a half pound of meat daily besides one or two 


AMOUNT OF STARCHES 

Pure starches are unnecessary, but, of course, 
most of the starchy foods contain other ele- 
ments which the body can use. Ovr appetites 
have been developed so much for these foods 
that it seems wise to outline the best rules to 
be observed whenever starches are eaten. A 
good rule for everyone to follow in this re- 
gard is to use a very limited amount of starches 
and to confine their use to one meal in a day, 
such as possibly at luncheon when a small 
amount of one kind of starch may be used, to- 
gether with one or more cooked raw non- 
starchy vegetables. 
PLENTY OF NON-STARCHY VEGETABLES 


All of the foods listed as non-starchy may 
be used in large quantities. It is even often ad- 
visable to actually “stuff’ on these foods in 
order to supply a large amount of bulk for the 
intestines to assist in overcoming constipation, 
which is such a universal cause of disease. I 
often advise patients to use one of the cooked, 
non-starchy vegetables with their breakfast 
with such foods as eggs and stewed fruit. This 
takes the place of toast or bread, and supplies 
the needed amount of bulk. 

These are the foods which best supply us 
with the organic minerals and vitamins and are 
truly “protective” foods. 

AMOUNT OF FATS AND OILS 


These foods are needed in larger quantities 
by those in cold climates but a limited amount 
should also be used by those who live in warm- 
er climates. 

AMOUNT OF FRUITS 

Acid fruits should be used between meals 
or in place of a meal. One dish of stewed fruit 
daily is the minimum to be used and the max- 
imum not over two fair-sized dishes, one dish 
to be used at each of two meals in a day. 

AMOUNT OF MILK 


The adult does not really need milk, but it 
may be substituted for other foods to a limited 
extent. If the adult tries to live on an exclu- 
sive milk diet, he will find that he requires 
about four quarts daily in addition to either 
non-starchy vegetables or fruit. A milk meal, 
therefore, to be equal in food value to one of 
the other average meals would need to con- 
tain at least a quart of milk with the vege- 
table and fruit. Such a quantity is too much to 
take at one time, but four cight-ounce glasses 
may be taken fifteen minutes apart. Perhaps 
this compt&rison will give the reader who likes 
milk some idea of how much to use in place of 
other common foods. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION-—H. F. writes: “I have just come 
home from an appendicitis operation. Should 
I start exercises now to prevent adhesions 
forming later on, or should I wait a while?” 

ANSWER—I do not advise the beginning of 
exercises too soon after an abdominal opera- 
tion. I believe, after the pain and tenderness 
have left, you can gradually begin the exer- 
cises. Usually about five or six months are 
required in these cases before exercising and 
then it should not be too vigorous at first. 

QUESTION: Margaret M. asks: “Will you 
please give me the names of some of the foods 
which contain iodine?” 

ANSWER: Some of the foods which contain 
iodine are: Cod, salmon, herring and such 
shellfish as crab, lobster, shrimp, oysters and 
clam. Iodine is also secured from those vege- 
tables which are grown close enough to the 
seashore so that they absorb this food mineral 
from the soil.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1814 the Upper 
Canada Assembly was the scene 
of proceedings happily unique in 
our history; the formal denuncia- 
tion and expulsion of two of its 
members who had “deserted to 
the enemy.” 

The speech from the throne on 
the opening on the 15th had re- 
ferred to the treason of Joseph 
Willcocks and Abraham Markle; 
the address in reply expressed the 
hope “that their fate will be a 
warning to His Majesty's subjects 
in this province and convince 
them that loyalty to their sov- 
ereign and attachment to his gov- 
ernment are the surest founda- 
tions for their public welfare and 
individual happiness.” 

On the 19th, when the roll was 
called seven members were absent 
—one sick, four prisoners with the 
enemy, and the two traitors, Will- 
cocks and Markle. The Journals 
of the Assembly report: 

“On motion of Mr. Nichol, sec- 
onded by Mr. Mears, reso!ved: 
Sufficient evidence having been 
offered to this house of the traitor- 
ous and disloyal desertion of 
Joseph Willcocks, one of its mem- 


bers, to the enemy, and of his |

PLAN 


Editor, Bulletin: Mr, Aberhart 
tells the people of Alberta that he 
can issue $25.00 credit or buying 
power to 400,000 adults over 21 
years of age; making a total of 
$10,000,000 per month or $120,- 
000,000 per ycar. 

The total production of all 
farm products in the past year 
amounted to $152,878,863.00. The 
previous yeor the amount was 
$119,899.520.00 or 100 per cent of 
what Mr. Aberhart proposes to 
pay out in credit. 

He repeatedly tells us, over the 
radio and in his writings that he 
is going to cover this, by the un- 
earned increment tax, and fur- 
ther states, it will work similar 
to gasoline tax, which now 
amounts to $1,724,000.00 on the 
basis of six cents per gallon. The 
total of all taxes collected by the 
present government amounted to 
$15,279,000.00 for the past year.

Splendor Of 
| British Art 
| Is Described 


Re-portraying the splendor of Bri- 
tish art and architecture oy means 
of slides and developing the scenes 
and objects which he pictured, Mr. 
J. FE. Barton, headmaster of Bristol 
Grammar school and well-known 
British art critic, addressed a gath- 
ering of Edmonton art enthusiasts in 
University of Alberta Convocation 
hall Monday evening. His subject 
was “The Gothic Age in England.” 

“British artists and craftsmen 
prior to the 15th century established 
for Great Britain a reputable place 
in the world of art,” said the speak- 
er. “English cathedrals of the period 
are unrivalled for architectural 
beauty.” 

An interesting theme which Mr. 
Barton developed was that practi- 
cally every British male of the 11th 
to the 15th century, exclusive of 
soldiers, was a craftsman. The great 
cathedrals are the products of thou- 
sands of artists, he said. 

The British artists, the speaker 
added, never ran away from foreign 
ideas in art but adopted them to suit 
| English feelings.

Smart Comedy 


Is Choice Of 
Little Theatre 


By W. G. HARDY 

“Bird in Hand” is sparkling com- 
edy. It is also an amusing study of 
changing social conditions in the 
England of today and contains more 
than one suave and keen-witted jibe 
at the politics of the present. 
Thomas Greenleaf, proprietor of 
the old English inn, the “Bird in 
Hand"—and what an opportunity 
here for Mr. Holroyd’s artistic 
touch!—is a firm believer in class 
distinctions. When he discovers that 
one of the “quality”, Gerald Arn- 
wood, is courting his daughter, Joan, 
all the outraged pride of the humble 
rises in his throat. But Joun, like 
any proper daughter of the present, 
defies her father and goes motoring 
with Gerald while her mother, Alice 
Greenleaf, tries to pour oil on her 
husband's troubled obstinacy. As he 
prepares to explode, one traveller 
after another comes to the inn in 
search of lodging. 

It is here that Mr. Drinkwater 
shows his skill at mixing serious- 
ness with epigram and comedy in 
the tie Shavian manner. Blanquet, 
the first of the three travellers, a 
drummer for sardines, is a man who 
accepts the new order even though 
he does not understand it. After 
him, Beverly enters and Beverly is 
a smart young man of the upper 
class who is, inevitably, the Labor 
son of a Conservative father. Godol- 
phin, a wise and kindly K.C., com- 
pletes the trio. 

Out of the juxtaposition of this 
strangely assorted group, Mr. Drink- 
water proceeds to build up his 
comic situations, never forgetting, 
however, the main clash between 
Joan and her father. There are, In- 
deed, few scenes, more rich in 
humor and at the same time more 
dramatic than those which occur 
in the bedroom which Beverly and 
Godolphin have been compelled to 
share, It is evident at once that Mr. 
Drinkwater has a deft hand. The 
way in which he prevents his dram- 
atic situations from becoming too 
serious and twists them into comedy 
is masterly. It is evident, too, that 
he has had a great deal of amuse- 
ment in his reversal of stock situa- 
tioas. The proud Thomas Greenleaf, 
refusing his consent to his daugh- 
ter's marriage with Gerald because 
she will be marrying out of her 
class, while Gerald and Gerald's 
father beg for the match, is a lovely 
satire on the stock situations of 
earlier drama—and Joan herself is 
held back from the marriage only 
because she is not quite certain 
whether she loves the young man or 
not. 


RICH SITUATION 

It can be seen at once how rich 
and varied the humor of “Bird in 
Hand” is. But a word, too, should 
be said about the characterizations. 
In Thomas Greenleaf and his wife, 
as well as in Godolphin, we have 
characters who are not only real 
people but also people to whom 
one’s sympathy goes out. The pic- 


|ture of Thomas Greenleaf, brow- 


beaten and puzzled by the new and 
topsy-turvy order of things, is a 
picture at which we laugh; but it is 
kindly laughter. All in all, in atmos- 
phere, in characterization and i 
close-knit situations replete with 
humor, “Bird in Hand” is a play 
which, in the hands of the capable 
cast which has been chosen, should 
be one of the best productions of the 
current season. 

It will be presented by the Little 
Theatre in the Masonic Hall Friday 
and Saturday, February 22 and 23.

Electrical Engineers.

} IMPROVE PLANT 


Asked to express an opinion on 
the advisability of the city continu- 
ing the interchange pact with the 
power company after its expiration 
in October or extending the city 
plant so that Edmonton would be 
in a position to supply its own 
electrical needs, Mr. Deacon, main- 
tained the city would save money 
discontinuing the agreement 
and undertaking improvements to 
house. 

The committee will meet again 
and in the mean- 
time commissioners and Supt. Alex 


Ritchie, of the power plant, will 
secure further information on var- 
ious clauses of the agreement. Mr. 
Deacon's submissions will also be | 

J. A, Clarke deemed it

TWO POINTS 

Stating he was speaking for an 
electrical association of which 75 
per cent of the members were 
Edmenton taxpayers, Mr. Deacon 
stressed two points: 

1, It was not to the advantage 
of the city to continue the pres- 
ent agreement. If any arrange- 
ment was entered into it should 
provide only for the interchange 
of energy between the city and 
company when needed at the 
same price to either party. 

2. Extra equipment should be 
placed in the plant as soon as 
Possible so that it would be able 
to meet. peak load requirements. 
This extension program could be 
carricd out over a number of 
years. 

“I wouldn't be scared to call 
the bluff of the Calgary Power 
Co, because they won't take their 
lines out of Edmonton,” he de- 
clared, adding that the agree- 
ment was of more benefit to the 
company than the city. “The city 
was $115,000 out of pocket dur'ng 
1934 owing to the agreement,” he 
said. 


) NOT TRUE PICTURE 


Mr. Deacon reminded the com- 


} Mittee that surpluses reported for 


the plant over the past year did 
fot give a true picture of the 
plant's financial set-up. In 1929 an 
amount of $120,000 had been set 
aside for reserve, but in 1934 only 
$20000 had been set aside for this 
purpose. Surpluses were really due 
to a decrease in capital costs and 
feserve payments “and not to ben- 
efits from the agreement.”

“Silken Spindles” Beginning

If you are going to write a story 
nbout people who work in a silk 
mill where would you go for in- 
formation? 

To a silk mill, of course. Laura 
Lou Brookman did that when she 
undertook to write “Silken Spin- 
dies,’ the new serial beginning 
soon in The Bulletin. 

But visiting a silk mill proved 
to be more of an experience than 
Miss Brookman had expected. It 
was last fall, shortly before the 
national textile strike was declared. 
Miss Brookman went to a typical 
American mill town, lived there, 
met men and women employed in 
the mills, learned how they lived, 
learned their problems. She visited 
mills, too, but that wasn’t so easy. 

“They thought 1 was a labor or- 
ganizer,” she explains. “I was 
questioned repeatedly and no mat- 
ter how often I explained that I 
simply wanted color and back- 
ground to write a newspaper serial 
1 was looked at with suspicion, In 
one town a company employee fol- 
Jowed me about the streets, report- 
ing where I went and to whom I 
talked. 

“I didn't like that, but I still 
think going to the mill towns was 
the only way to get the information 
I needed. 

“The strike was called a few 
days after I arrived home and, al- 
though I had had no thought of 
writing a news report, I was able to 
turn my experiences to account b) 
writing a description of some of 
the things I had seen and heard. 

With such first-hand information 
Miss Brookman wrote “Silken Spin- 
dies.” It is a story of a girl who 
works in a silk mill and the two 
men who fell in love with her 
one of them a mill worker and the 
other the son of the owner of the 
mill,
